DETAILED ACTION 



This Examiner's Reasons for Allowance action is in response to the filing of 05/04/2009. 
Allowance 

1. Claims 2-6, 18-25, 33-40, 45-51, & 54-59 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1, 7-17, 26-32, 41-44, 52, 53, & 60-62 have been amended with written 
arguments which overcome the examiner's prior rejections and objections, see paper of 
02/02/2009. Examiner withdraws all outstanding rejections and objections to Claims 1,7-17, 26- 
32, 41-44, 52, 53, & 60-62. 

3. Claims 1,7-17, 26-32, 41-44, 52, 53, & 60-62 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. Prior art was found which disclosed quantum cryptographic communication channel 
based on quantum coherence [e.g. Wang (US-20030002670-A1)] and optical fiber Mach- 
Zehnder interferometer filter [e.g. Ahn et al. (US-6160627-A)] and interface configuration for 
rate sensor apparatus [e.g. Page (US-5 157461 -A)]. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or render obvious the limitations as recited in 
independent Claims 1, 1 1-13, 26, 27, 41, 52, & 60-62 specific to the combination of 
limitations similar to, "estimating a phase error associated with transmission of the 
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Art Unit: 2436 

training symbols over the QKD path" and "determining probabilities of detection events 
associated with the received training symbols" and "estimating the phase error based on 
the determined probabilities" and "controlling the length of the QKD path based on the 
estimated phase error" and "performing a least squares estimation of the phase error 
using the determined probabilities" and "at least one of least absolute residuals and 
Bisquare weights" and "employing at least one Kalman filter to estimate the phase error". 
Dependent claims are allowed as they depend from an allowable independent claim. 
- Therefore, the Examiner considers both the combination of the remaining claim 

limitations of each independent claim with the above limitations as applied to path length 
control in quantum cryptographic key distribution as the non-obvious novelties of the 
invention.
